In the case of Sporle vs. The Exhi-

In August Walter Sporle raced two 
horses in a special race called the 
“Derby” race. This race was open only 
to horses bred, raised and trained in 
the western provinces, There was, how- 
ever, one horse named Kenmore en- 
tered in this race that had been seen 
Qaily- for about two months on a race 
track in Idaho, United States. Mr. 
Sporle protested against this horse 
running, but no attention was paid to 
his protest. 

When the race came off Benmore, 
the protested horse, was first, Cyclone 
second, and CyNa Min third. The sec- 
ond and third horses were owned by 
Mr. Sporle, who refused to accept of 
the prizes and immediately brought 
action against the Edmonton Exhibition 
association for damages to the extent 
of the first and second prizes which he 
would have won had not this Benmore 


horse run. 

Counsel for the Edmonton exhibition 
association endeavored to show that 
While the Benmore, horse was in Idaho 
he was only given ordinary exercise 
and not training, but his lordship de- 
cided that a horse that was booked to 
run in several races in the west im- 
mediately--upon his return from Idaho 
must have been more than exercised— 
that is he was kept in training. There- 
upon Mr. Sporle was awarded first and 
second money and costs. 

In conversation with Mr, Starke, 
manager of the exhibition, this morn- 
ing, a Capital reporter was informed 
that the exhibition loses nothing by 
the action, as-the prize money was be- 
ing held subject to the decision of the 
court, and will now be pald over as 
originally appropriated to the person 
legally entitled to receive it.

A PERPLEXED PHILOSOPHER 
ON THE INCREMENT TAX, 

When the Bulletin commences to figure upon the ques- 
tion of taxation it loses no time in getting beyond its depth. 

“There is one way, and one way only,” says the Bulletin, 
“io get at the increment, earned or unearned, and that is to 
raise the assessment or the tax rate.” 

While the Bulletin is setting out this remarkable axiom 
of economics it might attempt to fit in as an illustration in 
proof thereof the case of the Hudson Bay Company, which 
held until it became immensely valuable a tract of territory 
a mile by two miles, now become the middle section of the 
city of Edmonton, and then opened it up to use through sale to 
citizens of Edmanton who had already made it valuable, con- 
ferring upon purchasers the privilege of paying the taxes. 

In this case the Hudson Bay Company seized an incre- 
ment totalling more than the entire cost of the city’s invest- 
inent in utilities, and the citizens are allowed to pay for the 
ulilities in fares and electric, water and ’phone rates. When 
the purchasers of Hudson Bay lots want sewer, sidewalk, 
pavement and schools, they may tax themselves for the same 
-on a basis set by the valuation placed by the Hudson Bay 
when it sold the land and took the increment away to England. 

The Bulletin’s theory that the way to tax this increment 
is to raise the assessment. or the tax rate does not exactly fit, 
as the people who got the increment, having sold, no longer 
pay the taxes, while the people who bought pay taxes on not 
only the increment during their time of possession but during 
the Hudson Bay’s time of possession as well.

EXPERT OPINION VERSUS 
ALDERMANIC OPINION. 

The appearance of the president of the Canada West 
Natural Gas Company as a bidder for the contract to supply 
was to the city at 15 cents a thousand feet, delivered at the 
limits, marks a new phase of the gas question which the 
council will do very well to consider seriously and to search 
for its real meening.

TIME TO ABOLISH 
COMPULSORY VACCINATION. 

Surely the {ime has arrived when this compulsory inflic- 
tion of cow pox virus should no longer be tolerated. Com- 
pulsory vaccination for the purpose of warding off an 
epidemic which does not threaten savors altogether loo much 
of a fad borrowed from the dark ages to be accepled com: 
placently, and sympathy will be all with the parents who pro- 
test against having their children inoculated. Even from the 
scientific view-point it has not yet been proven that the aggre- 
gate suffering from vaccination is not worse than an occa- 
sional visitation of the disease which it is purported to ward 
ott. 

In crowded and squalid centres, where conditions for the 
spread of smallpox are on every hand and where dread and 
ignorance help its spread, there might be some justification for 
vaccination were it proven beyond doubt that vaccination 
realy makes the vaccinated immune. But in a healthy cily 
ike Edmonton, where, on the whole, living conditions are 
sanitary, and where, in case of an improbable visitation, isola- 
tion would be reasonably easy, the excuse for vaccination 
cannot be said to exist. Surely the time has come for the 
abatition of compulsory vaccination.

CROWDS FIGHT JANITORS 
AND POLICE TO ENTER 


Both Men Were From States 
—Clarke Being an Ex-con- 
vict from Frisco, 


Vancauver, Noy, 7.—It took the jury 
In the trial of Herman I’, Clarke and 
j Frank Davis but 25 minutes to find 
{both guilty late yesterday afternoon of 
jthe murder of Police Constable James 
Archibald, on a brush-covered lot on 
Powel! street, May 28, when he sur- 
prised them In the act of packing their 
burglar tools after having committed a 
burglary. They will be hanged at New 
Westminster January. 15. The trial 
occupied three days and the spectators 
fought with the police for entrance to 
the court. Both men confessed to be- 
Iny present at the time of the shooting 
and each accused the other of firing th? 
fatal shots. Davis came from Seattle, 
and Clarke, alias Behrens, from San 
Francisco after escaping from the 
state penitentiary where he was sery- 
ing a 12 year term for burglary. 

Clarke and Davis) each blamo the 
other for the murder, They admit that 
they were together following a robbery 
when the policeman discovered them, 
The officer was killed by three shots 
but which man fired them is the ques- 
tion. Davis spent his youth in Toronto, 
though an American by birth. 

A near-riot occurred at the court 
house yesterday when curious crowds 
tried to force their way into.the court 
room where Clarke and Davis were be- 
ing tried for the murder of oPlice Con- 
stable Archibald on May 28, last. 

All the janitors and available pro- 
vincial police officers were rushed up 
stairs and tried to push the crowd back 
from the doors but the press was so 
great that the officers made little 
headway. Finally the crowd became so 
unruly that scores of men were forced 
into the private chambers of one of 
the judges and atempted to enter the 
court room from a side door, It was 
with great difficulty that the intrud- 
ers in this part of the building were 
expelled.

There's good evidence to fear thal in 
Ino very long time there will be a gold 
ifever in Edmonton town, ‘The Capltal 
liman paid @ casual visit to the Pen- 
ldennis hotel yesterday, soon from the 
region of the bar his ears were assail- 
ed with such roars of conyiviality and 
leasy money that curiosity drove him 
to seek the reason for this exception to 
the prevailing quietness and tightness. 

In a few moments it became quite 
evident he was witnessing one of the 
unfailing symptons) of an approaching 
gold rush. Gathered around the bar, 
the centre of a curious crowd, — stood 
seven of the best known old-timers in 
the prospecting business, Messrs. 
Teare, Gardner, McKenzie, Hoge, 
Wright, Graham and McKinnon, all just 
in from an eignt months’ trip in the 
mountains of central British Colum- 
bia, loaded with a secret that all the 
persuasive arts of journalism could 
not extract from them. 

Under the leadership of M. S. Teare, 
and staked by some person or persons 
known only to themselves, they left 
INdmonton last march for ort George. 
Irom that last outpost of civilization 
they plunged straight into the vast 
tract of little known country traversed 
by the Nechako, Stuart, Omenika, Var- 
snip and Upper Peace rivers, Here for 
six months was carried on some pros- 
pecting, the results of which are a 
closely guarded secret. There is money 
behind it all somewhere as the party 
is only in Edmonton to prepare for a 
return to the same parts just so soon 
as the snow and ice are fit for sledges. 

The trip just finished covered a foot 
Journey of over 700 miles. On the re- 
turn the party ascended the Parsnip 
river to its junction with the Peace 
at Mt. Selwin and from there up the 
Peace river as far as Mirror Landing. 
From the landing to the Edmonton and 
Dunvegan railway’s end of steel a last 
hike of 85 miles brought them to the 
welcome sight of a freight car, on 
Which they obtained pasage to Rdmon- 
ton. 

The whole party were still in’ their 
war-paint ypsterday and — looking as 
healthy and as shaggy as the bears on 
whose meat they, had mainly Hved. 
This visit is only a respite as the whole 
party expects to return to the moun- 
tains in a couple of weeks. 

“You fellows here in town will just 
have to wait,” said one of the party to 
the reporter, “till the old timers and 
the boys have been put wise first, and 
then you city guys ‘ll perhaps hear 
something that'll make you beg your 
way to them there mountains if you 
can't get otherwise. There’s no other 
way. There's enough left in them dig- 
gins yet for all of us, but the old boys 
get the first chance, understand?"

DR WHTELAW'S 
REPORT ON RECENT 
CONVENTION 


Sanitarium Will Be Erected be- 
tween Radnor and Mitford 
for Tuberculosis Patients 


The following is Dr. Whitelaw's re- 
port to the city council on his recent 
trip to Calgary, where he attended a 
convention for the prevention of tub- 
erculosis: 

The Mayor and Council, 
City of Edmonton: 

Gentlemen,—In accordance with your 
resolution appointing me «4 delegate, I 
attended on October 22, the provincial 
convention held in Calgary for the pur- 
pose of furthering the erectioon of a 
provincial sanitarium for the care and 
treatment of tuberculosis. At this 
session a provincial anti-tuberculosis 
association was formed to deal with 
the question of tuberculosis in the pro- 
vince generally, and officers elected, 
the president being Mr. J. A. MeDou- 
gall, of Edmonton. 

In addition to this association, a 
board of control was appointed to deal 
specifically with the sanitarium to be 
erected on the free grant of land of 
320 acres, between Radnor and Mit- 
ford, 30 miles west of Calgary on the 
C.P.R. This grant of land is obtain- 
ed from the dominion government, and 
the provincial government has under- 
taken to give 23 per cent. of the cost 
of all buildings erected, as well as to 
allow 25 cents per day per patient 
treated there. The representatives on 
the board of control for the city of 
Idmonton are Mrs. Arthur Murphy, 
and your medical officer of health, and 
steps will be taken to bring about the 
erection of this sanitarlum at as early 
a date as possible In the year 1914, 

A resolution which Is of some {m- 
portance was passed by this conyen- 
tion, whieh is as follows: 

“Whereas hospitals are charitablo 
institutions, and largely supported by 
the municipalltles In which they are 
established, and whereas many muni- 
cipalities not having provided hospi- 
tal accommodation avail themselves of 
the opportunity of sending destitute 
patients to the sald hospitals, 

“Resolved, that the board of gov- 
ernors of all hospitals receiving goy- 
ernment aid be empowered to collect 
from any municipality the actual cost 
of caring for such indigent cases are 
as bona fide residents of said munici- 
palities, and that a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to the minister of agri- 
culture.” 

At this convention, the city of Td- 
monton was also represented by Dr. 
D. G. Revell, provincial bacteriolog- 
ist, and Dr, W. CG. Laidlaw, provin- 
cial medical officer of health,

RESERVAT 


The opening of the Fort Peck Indian 
reservation in Montana to white 


settlers calls attention once more to a 
fast disappearing class—the reserva- 
tion Indians, says a writer in the Kan- 
sas City Star, They are not, generally 
speaking, a very noble or deserving 
class, and, all in all, it is perhaps just 
as well that they are passing. Still, 
for all their faults, a certain interest 
clings around them as the last recog- 
nizable remnant of a despoiled race. 

It was in South Dakota, In the course 
of a visit to a ranchman, that I first 
had a chance to see the reservation 
Indian in his native haunts, and, truth 
to tell, it was a good deal of a dis- 
appointment. Perhaps, despite the 
efforts of realistic novelists, we all con- 
tinue to invest the Indian with a cer- 
tain tarnished halo of romance. Wild 
West shows and the “movies” bolster 
up the fanciful idea and hetp to keep It 
breathing, Of course, as a matter of 
fact, no Indian outside these places 
wears feathers or leathers or war 
paint any more, unless it be at some 
special festival, promoted largely for 
the benefit of white men. 

Your typical reservation Indian is a 
stubby, broad faced person, not too fas- 
tidious in his apparel, and a good deal 
of the time his life ambition seems to 
be to exist with the smallest cunount of 
exertion that {fs in any way possible, 
This the government has made it pos- 
sible for him to do by giving him land 
and. distributing money at intervals. 
Also, it has given him cattle, which he 
has made use of, and agricultural im- 
plements which he has blithely carted 
off, dumped on the north side of his 
barn and left to tho mercy of the 
weather. 

Easier Not to Plant Than Plant. 

Most of these Indians have allot- 
ments of land—the choicest land on the 
Cheyenne reservation, much of it lying 
along the Cheyenne river, which pro- 
vides water winter and summer for 
cattle. Their cattle graze, too, on the 
common pasture land of the reserya- 
tion, Most of the Indian allotments 
are excellent farms, capable of produc- 
ing good crops. Few of them do, how- 
ever, because it is easier not to plant 
the crops. There is a log house and a 
barn, but the agricultural ventures of 
the average reservation Sioux is con- 
fined to a field of hay. With that and 
tho cattlo he can live along, and the 
government can always bo depended 
on for enough money to buy flour and 
bacon, so why worry? <Also, why per- 
spire over crops? 

During tho summer visiting is a 
favorite occupation of the reservation 
Indian.
